New Homes Increase 


Prospects for the continued construction of new 
housing units in New England, as foreseen in finan- 
cial circles for the outlook in 1953, serve to center 
attention on the wide extent of building operations 


experienced in Andover during the past several years. 


In making a survey of the year just closed the re- 
cords of Building Inspector Ralph W. Coleman show 
that 120 new dwellings were erected here or were in 
the process of construction during that period. The, 
number for the preceeding year was 102. 


Going back a little further the records disclose 
that the construction of new dwelling units went 
along in town at a fairly steady pace. For the six 
year period ending last December 31 the total 
reached the high figure of 606, not including the 56 
apartments provided for veterans and their families 
in the veterans’ housing project. 


The prospects for building in the present year 
seem to indicate just about as much activity as in 
the past few years. Banker and Tradesman, in its re- 
view of the real estate market, says that the chances 
are that 1953 will see as great a demand for houses 
as 1952. ‘‘It may be slightly lower, but not much,’’ 
it adds. 

Right now in Andover there are 37 new houses 
under construction, 4 rather unusual number for the 
winter period when, only a few winters ago very 
little new construction was attempted on dwelling 
units. 

There is no doubt Andover is a good place in 
which to live and the continued increase in the num- 
ber of new homes over the past several years shows 
that this idea is shared by many others who have 

taken up their residence here to enjoy the advan- 
tages the town possesses.

get my cesspool pumped out to the 
amount of 1500 gallons. 

“The following year due to 
heavy rains and sewerage I was 
forced to do the job over again. 
Last spring or summer the Brad- 
lee school next door to me was 
seeping up out of the ground and 
had to be pumped out. After 3000 
gallons had been taken away it 
overflowed again and a new dry 
well had to be made. It took about 
13 perch of stone to do the same. 
And the condition still exists, run- 
ning down over the banking, onto 
the sidewalk.”’ 

Mr. Bentley recalled that last 
week a cesspool near the post of- 
fice had been overflowing into 
the street. ‘‘To say ‘it smelt’ is 
putting it lightly. Last summer,’’ 
he went on, ‘‘] sat in at an ex ecu- 
tive meeting at a friend’s home on 
Marland street and it was necess- 
ary to use incense to combat the 
outside odor.’’ 

Mr. Bentley says that these are 
only a few of the conditions that 
exist. 

He adds that ‘‘should the article 
be voted by the people of ALL 
Andover, Ballardvale, Indian Ridge, 
Shawsheen and the town proper, I 
sincerely believe it will mean a 

better place to live, to rear our 
children and keep them from dis- 
eases that may arise from such corr 


ditions. 
‘ ‘We 


know it is going to mean a 
slightly higher tax rate, but let’s 
face it, Andover is experiencing 
growing pains whether or not the 
people realize it and we must 
wake up to the fact.”’
